This is a response to the Notice of Abandonment mailed February 1 1 , 2005, a copy of which is attached 
to this correspondence (Attachment 1 ). 

I. Statement of Facts Involved 

On May 3, 2004 the patent office mailed a first office action for my patent application 10/081 ,441 . On 
page 1 1 of the first office action (Attachment 2). examiner Hirl Instructed that FAX is a valid means for 
response to the office action and the FAX number (703)746-7239 was provided for formal 
communications intended for entry.
